A  list  of  more  or  less  important  and  significant  things 
that  took  place  in  the  Town's  administration  in  the  year  of 
1957. 

Conference  with  Mr.  Robertson,  Representative  to  Gen- 
eral Court,  to  go  over  and  discuss  bills  in  State  Legislature. 

Review  of  Town  insurance  program  to  make  sure  that 
all  buildings  were  properly  covered  for  fire  insurance. 

A  very  hazardous  condition  corrected  at  Sawyer  Lake 
approach  to  Route  107. 

Tax  inventory  hearings  held  as  required  by  law. 

Checked  legality  of  fire  truck  warrant  article  and  vote  at 
a  conference  with  State  Tax  Commission. 

Crystal  Lake  Grange  made  many  important  gifts  to  the 
Town. 

Three  Smith  Meeting  House  road  signs  placed. 

Very  complete  layout  plans  made  of  the  Sawyer  Lake 
development,  indicating  lot  numbers,  general  locations  of  lots 
and  roads,  sizes  of  lots  and  graded  assessment  rates  set. 

Power  brush  for  road  work,  an  attachment  to  Ford 
tractors  was  purchased. 

Crystal  Lake  Dam  site  surveyed,  laid  out,  and  a  new  deed 
prepared  for  turning  over  to  State. 

Loon  Pond  dam  completed. 

Plan  adopted  for  applying  asphalt  and  sand  to  private 
driveways  on  cost  basis.     Many  driveways  completed. 

Major  repair  made  to  Croscup  road  to  prevent  pile  up  of 
snow  in  winter. 

Following  black-topped  highways  asphalt  sealed :  Crystal 
Lake,  Hall  Hill  shoulders,  Loon  Pond  Hill,  Littles  Hill,  Mea- 
dow Pond  Road,  approach  strips  107  to  Dunns  road  and  Clif- 
ford road  to  Guidis. 

Six-hundred  foot  cable  safety  float  installed  at  Loon  Pond 
Beach  for  protection  of  bathers  from  boats  and  skiers. 

Conference  with  the  N.  H.  Public  Utilities  Commission 
on  safety  at  Loon  Pond. 

Removal  of  three  old  rotted  maple  trees  in  front  of 
Academy. 


The  Board  presented  the  Town's  attorney  a  statement 
indicating  a  stand  that  the  Board  had  planned  to  take  in  order 
to  hasten  action  on  the  Loon  Pond  Beach  ownership  case. 

Agreements  signed  for  the  completion  of  Old  Stage  Road. 

Investigation  of  some  unsanitary  conditions  at  Loon 
Pond. 

Insurance  taken  to  cover  liability  at  Town  Hall. 

Negotiated  loans  for  payments  to  State  for  work  on  Old 
Stage  Road. 

Loon  Pond  Beach  Trial  held  Sept.  9th  and  10th.  General 
Snow,  attorney,  handled  the  case  ably  for  the  Town.  Chief 
claim  of  the  opposition  was  that  the  Town  had  abandoned  the 
highway  as  described  in  the  1815  layout.  Judge  Johnston 
gave  his  findings  in  October.  Case  then  went  to  Judge  Grimes 
who  will  hand  down  a  decree. 

Town  repaired  damaged  bridge  on  Rt.  140  at  Gilmanton 
Iron  Works. 

Town  Garage  cement  floor  completed. 

Another  short  strip  of  road  salt  treated,  Rt.  107  to  Clif- 
fords for  observation. 

Four-H  members  planted  shrubs  around  Town  Hall. 

Town  highways  checked  for  total  mileage  to  make  sure 
that  Town  is  getting  correct  State  allowances. 

Alma  Lathrop  Heirs  donated  wheelchair  to  Town  for  the 
use  of  any  resident  needing  it.    To  be  kept  at  Town  Hall. 

Approximately  V£  mile  of  town  road  leading  past  Gen. 
Snow's  home  asphalt  treated.  Gen.  Snow  paid  one-half  of 
the  cost. 

Highway  from  Rt.  107  to  Gilmanton  I.  W.,  four  and  one- 
half  miles,  black-topped  under  T.  R.  A. 

A  committee  of  four,  including  the  president,  Mr.  Reese, 
and  the  secretary,  Mr.  Chapman,  of  the  Sawyer  Lake  Im- 
provement Assn.  called  at  office  of  Selectmen  for  a  planned 
conference.  They  requested  lower  assessments  for  the  de- 
velopment in  order  to  encourage  more  building.  It  was  sug- 
gested and  arranged  that  they  meet  with  the  Board  in  April 
of  1958,  as  a  better  time  to  cover  the  matter  thoroughly. 

Resignation  of  Harry  H.  Mudgett  was  submitted  to  the 
Selectmen  on  November  9,  1957  to  take  effect  November 
25th.  While  in  the  office  of  Selectmen  he  was  an  asset  to  the 
Town  and  we  regretted  very  much  to  accept  his  resignation. 
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We  feel  we  were  fortunate  in  being  able  to  appoint 
Melvin  C.  Bunker  to  fill  the  unexpired  term  of  Mr  Mudgett 
representing  Lower  Gilmanton. 

T  m^e  would  also  like  to  exPress  our  appreciation  to  Fred 
L.  Thompson,  who  served  the  Town  faithfully  for  18  years 
as  Treasurer  of  Trustees  of  Trust  Funds.

FOREST  FIRE  PREVENTION  IS 
EVERYBODY'S  BUSINESS 

New  Hampshire  faces  a  continuing  challenge  in  its 
forest  fire  problem — 97  percent  of  all  our  forest  fires  being 
man-caused  and  preventable — a  serious  indictment  of  interest 
in  our  own  welfare  and  that  of  our  neighbor.  Both  the  State 
and  the  towns  are  striving  diligently  to  effectively  meet  the 
challenge  through  education  of  the  public  to  the  threat  fire 
presents  to  our  woodlands;  by  maintaining  a  well  trained 
corps  of  wardens  and  deputy  wardens  in  every  community 
and  providing  ample  opportunity  for  all  who  wish  to  dispose 
of  unwanted  waste  materials.  Careless  and  perverseness, 
however,  continue  to  be  the  big  hurdles. 

Thoughtlessly  discarded  lighted  cigars,  cigarettes  and 
matches  from  moving  vehicles,  by  hikers,  hunters  and  fisher- 
men ;  careless  burning  of  debris  during  hazardous  periods  in 
dangerous  locations ;  illegal  burning ;  improperly  extinguished 
debris,  camp  and  cook  fires — all  result  in  serious  loss  of  prop- 
erty, disruption  of  industry  and  farm  work  and  unnecessary 
expenditure  of  town  and  state  funds. 

To  meet  the  challenge  successfully,  the  state,  your  com- 
munity and  your  local  forest  fire  warden  need  YOUR  thought- 
ful and  cooperative  effort.    The  rules  are  simple. 

1.  Don't  burn  at  home  -  use  your  town  dump  and  avoid 
all  fire  problems. 

2.  If  you  do  burn,  be  sure  to  secure  a  written  permit 
from  your  local  forest  fire  warden  when  the  ground  is 
not  covered  with  snow.  Permits  are  required  for 
open  debris  fires,  home  incinerators,  outdoor  fire 
places  and  camp  fires.  Your  warden  is  instructed  to 
permit  burning  if  weather  conditions,  site  and  type  of 
burning  are  safe. 

3.  Be  sure  that  all  lighted  material — cigars,  cigarettes 
and  matches — are  completely  out  before  discarding 
them.    Use  ash  trays  in  automobiles. 

4.  Make  certain  that  your  debris,  camp  and  cook  fires  are 
completely  out  before  leaving  them. 
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5.  Insist  that  others  be  careful  and  comply  with  burning 
requirements. 

6.  Call  the  warden  promptly  when  fire  is  detected  and 
aid  him  to  extinguish  it. 

REMEMBER — the  fire  you  prevent  might  be  the  one  which 
could  burn  YOUR  property.

Dear  Sirs: 

I  have  been  informed  that  the  state  nurse  for  each 
county  sends  a  report  to  the  various  towns  regarding  im- 
munization clinics,  etc.,  for  the  town  report.  Since  this  is 
the  end  of  my  first  year  with  the  health  department,  I  am 
not  sure  just  what  information  the  towns  would  be  interested 
in.  I  have  looked  at  past  town  reports  to  get  an  idea  of  what 
the  nurse  submitted  but  apparently  no  report  had  been  given. 

I  would  think  immunization  clinics  would  be  of  interest. 
During  the  year  the  State  Health  Department  conducted  two 
Polio  clinics  in  Gilmanton.  A  total  of  218  children  received 
Salk  Vaccine. 

1st  injections  70 

2nd  injections    109 

3rd   injections    39 

I  am  planning  on  holding  the  third  clinic  this  Spring  which 
will  terminate  the  State's  Polio  clinic  program  in  Gilmanton. 

I  am  enclosing  my  card  so  that  if  you  would  like  further 
information  you  will  be  able  to  contact  me.  If  there  are  any 
families  you  feel  may  need  my  services  I  hope  you  will  con- 
tact me.  I  do  cover  a  large  territory  which  necessitates  my 
going  where  there  is  the  greatest  demand.  I  feel  sure  there 
are  many  cases  in  towns  that  I  could  be  helping  but  I  just 
don't  hear  about  them.

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Report  on  Loon  Pond  Case 


On  August  15,  1815,  the  Selectmen  of  Gilmanton  laid 
out  a  highway  in  Gilmanton  running  from  the  Province  Road 
to  Loon  Pond  and  beyond.  The  lay-out,  which  was  recorded 
in  the  Town  Clerk's  office,  described  a  road  3  rods  wide  from 
the  Province  Road  until  it  struck  the  bank  of  the  pond,  from 
which  point  the  lay-out  included  all  the  land  from  a  described 
line  on  the  southerly  side  of  the  road  to  the  water's  edge, 
until  it  ran  seven  rods  westerly  of  the  outlec  to  the  pond. 
The  land  owners  whose  lands  were  crossed  by  this  road  were 
paid  by  the  Town  Treasurer  for  the  roads  crossing  their 
lands. 

In  1904  the  then  owner  of  the  land  bordering  on  Loon 
Pond,  subject  to  the  easement  of  the  Town  in  this  Loon  Pond 
road,  purported  to  convey  to  Allie  C.  Jones  a  tract  of  land 
situated  between  the  road  and  Loon  Pond.  In  March,  1956, 
seven  individuals,  each  claiming  title,  by  subsequent  convey- 
ances from  Jones  and  his  successor  in  title,  Arlington  E. 
Hartford,  brought  a  bill  in  equity,  in  the  Superior  Court  in 
Belknap  County,  against  the  Town  of  Gilmanton,  praying 
that  the  Court  determine  the  title  as  between  the  plaintiffs 
and  the  Town,  and  that  they  be  awarded  damages  on  account 
of  the  adverse  claim  of  the  Town.  The  case  is  known  as  Hart- 
ford et  als  v.  Town  of  Gilmanton. 

The  dispute  was  essentially  an  attempt  on  the  part  of 
the  littoral  landowners  to  prevent  the  public  from  using  the 
beach  on  Loon  Pond.  The  Town  consulted  counsel,  filed  an 
answer  setting  up  the  lay-out  of  1815,  and  the  case  came  to 
trial  during  the  March  Term,  1957,  before  Hon.  Francis  W. 
Johnston,  sitting  as  Master.  After  two  days  of  trial,  Septem- 
ber 9  -  10,  1957,  the  Master  filed  a  report,  in  which  he  found 
the  facts  and  made  rulings  of  law  substantially  in  accord 
with  the  claims  of  the  Town.  While  holding  that  the  plain- 
tiffs had  legal  title  to  the  lands  described  in  their  deeds,  sub- 
ject to  the  public  easement  created  by  the  lay-out  of  1815, 
the  Master  found  that  the  highway,  within  the  borders  of 
the  lay-out  of  1815,  has  not  been  abandoned,  and  that  the 
highway  has  not  been  discontinued.  The  vote  of  the  Town  on 
March  14,  1956,  to  discontinue  the  beach  as  highway  and  con- 
vert it  to  recreational  purposes  as  a  Town  Bathing  Beach  and 
Town  Park  was  held  to  be  void,  because  the  use  of  a  highway 
or  of  a  park  cannot  be  restricted  to  use  by  residents  and  sum- 
mer residents  of  the  Town  and  their  guests. 

The  Master  granted  the  Town's  request  for  rulings  that 
the  right  of  the  public  to  use  the  Loon  Pond  Road  for  high- 
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way  travel  from  the  Province  Road  to  Loon  Pond  includes 
the  right  of  access  from  the  highway  to  the  public  waters  of 
the  Pond  at  all  points  at  which  the  highway  as  laid  out  in 
1815  is  contiguous  to  the  water's  edge,  and  that  this  right 
of  access  includes  all  purposes  for  which  access  to  public 
waters  may  be  desired,  whether  to  bathe,  swim,  fish  or  boat, 
and  also  includes  the  right  to  park  vehicles  in  the  highway, 
so  long  as  highway  travel  is  not  obstructed  by  such  parking. 

The  Town  moved  for  a  decree  of  the  Superior  Court 
based  on  the  Master's  Report,  and  the  Court,  Grimes  J.  sit- 
ting, rendered  a  decree  on  February  4,  1958. 

In  this  decree  the  Court,  after  reciting  the  findings  of 
fact  by  the  Master,  made  new  rulings  of  law,  which  in  effect 
establish  the  right  of  the  public  to  travel  over  the  land  cover- 
ed by  the  1815  lay-out  for  the  purpose  of  exercising  its  right 
to  boat,  bathe,  fish,  fowl,  skate  or  cut  ice  in  the  public  waters 
of  the  pond,  but  nevertheless  denies  the  right  of  the  public 
to  use  the  shore  front  for  sun-bathing,  picknicking,  loitering, 
ball  playing,  or  other  uses  associated  with  parks  and  play- 
grounds. More  importantly  even,  the  Court  ruled  that  the 
public  could  not  park  vehicles  within  the  lay-out  even  for  the 
purpose  of  using  the  waters  of  the  pond.  The  Court  points 
out  that  if  the  Town  desires  to  establish  a  public  park  in  this 
area  appropriate  procedures  are  available  for  that  purpose 
which  adequately  protect  the  constitutional  rights  of  the  in- 
dividual property  owners  to  compensation. 

The  Town  originally  consulted  Mr.  Jewett  of  Laconia, 
who  brought  in  the  firm  of  Nighswander,  Lord  &  Bownes. 
Mr.  Snow,  of  that  firm,  who  is  Town  Counsel,  tried  the  case. 

In  view  of  the  importance  of  the  case  to  all  persons  in 
the  town  who  desire  to  park  their  cars  by  the  roadside  while 
exercising  their  rights  in  the  numerous  public  waters 
of  the  town,  the  Town  is  carrying  this  case  to  the 
Supreme  Court  of  the  State.  In  the  meanwhile,  in  order  that 
the  Selectmen,  if  need  be,  may  be  authorized  to  take  the 
beach  by  eminent  domain,  for  the  purpose  of  making  it  a  pub- 
lic park,  an  article  has  been  prepared  for  inclusion  in  the 
Warrant  as  required  by  statute.

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Teachers  Salaries: 

The  state  average  for  the  1957-1958  school  year  is  $3,723 
for  elementary  teachers.  The  Gilmanton  average  is  $3,183 
for  the  same  year. 

Cooperative  High  School: 

Several  towns  in  the  area  are  studying  the  educational 
possibilities  of  a  cooperative  high  school  for  Grades  7-12. 

It  is  recommended  that  a  special  committee  be  estab- 
lished at  the  annual  district  meeting  to  study  this  question 
with  neighboring  communities  and  report  its  findings  to  a 
future  annual  meeting.  The  Inter-Lakes  District  of  Meredith 
and  Center  Harbor  and  the  Oyster  River  District  of  Durham, 
Madbury  and  Lee  are  excellent  examples  of  successful  co- 
operative districts  to  improve  local  education. 

A  cooperative  district  might  have  these  advantages: 

(1)  The  Iron  Works  and  Corner  Schools  would  have  six 
grades  with  each  teacher  having  two  grades. 

(2)  The  State  now  furnishes  40  per  cent  of  the  cost  of 
the  building  of  the  cooperative  high  school. 

(3)  Each  town  would  have  representation  on  the  school 
board  which  would  set  the  policies,  curricula  and 
general  education  of  the  entire  district. 

(4)  Grades  7  and  8  would  have  arithmetic,  science,  social 
studies,  English,  spelling,  penmanship,  general  shop, 
home  economics,  guidance,  band,  and  orchestra — all 
taught  by  specialists  in  each  field,  with  better  pre- 
paration for  high  school,  college  and  life. 

(5)  There  are  possibilities  that  heavy  enrollments  in 
present  high  schools  may  lead  to  refusal  of  accept- 
ing outside  pupils,  and  that  building  programs  and 
increased  school  costs  may  lead  in  a  very  few  years 
to  a  $500  high  school  tuition  rate. 

School  Board: 

The  School  Board  of  Mr.  William  B.  Wilkens,  Chairman, 
Mrs.  Olive  Brett  Besse,  and  Mrs.  Sybil  Bryant  deserve  com- 
mendation for  their  efforts  to  improve  the  educational  pro- 
gram and  facilities  of  the  Gilmanton  Schools.  The  greatest 
improvements  this  year  are  the  installation  of  an  oil  burner 
at  the  Corner  School,  and  more  and  better  books  and  supplies 
for  the  teachers  and  pupils.
